(LOU) THE SECOND MONTHLY MEETING BETWEEN THE RPF 
HUMANITARIAN DIVISION AND RELIEF AGENCIES WAS HELD IN

CENSORIOUS TREATMENT OF THE NGOS, PARTICULARLY THE ICRC. 
AN RPF ATTEMPT TO CATEGORIZE THE NGOS AS "UNDER 
PERFORMERS " (THE ICRC, MEDICINS DU MONDE, SAVE THE 
CHILDREN/UK) AND THOSE DOING "SATISFACTORY" WORK (CARE, 
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WORLD VISION, WFP) PROVOKED OUTRAGE AMONG THE NGOS. IN 
RETURN, THE RPF WAS TAKEN TO THE TASK FOR ITS 
INTERVENTIONIST AND MISGUIDED POLICIES, INCLUDING POOR 
PROVISION OF MANDATORY RPF GUIDES , SEVEN- WEEK-OLD 
OBSTRUCTION OF THE ICRC'S ACCESS TO THE SOUTHEAST REGION 
OF THE COUNTRY , SUDDEN AND CAPRICIOUS CHANGES OF NGO CAMP 
ASSIGNMENTS, AND HERDING OF CIVILIANS INTO OVERCROWDED

A DART TEAM SURVEY OF TWO DISPLACED PERSONS CAMPS IN
